an excellent iron bridge over the Stri- 
gow creek at Laalan in Uppe: Silefia, 
which has been finifhed la&% fummer.— 
All the iron requilite for the execution 
of this undertaking, was furnifhed by 
the forge of Malapan, belonging to 
Count de Burghaufe, viz— 

Caft Iron, 93,191 4b.

Weight of the bridge 94,60 4lb; 
ED * 

This work was completed in ten 
weeks by fixty perfons who were em- 
ployed torging and caft ng ircn, trant- 
porting the materials to the fpot and ia 
raifiog the fabric. The whole expenfes 
amount to 5,210 dollars and zo cents. 

The bridge is 52 (Rhenifh) fect tong, 
and 18 feet wide. The arch in its g:eat- 
e% width contains 4o feet and is g feet 
high. The ground work of the bridge 
confits of ten iron half-ciscles, the 
painted end of which, on one fide, fit 
iyto holes made for that purpofe, in the 
pedeftals, and, on the other, they enter 
into a kind of a key-bar of calt iron, 
which forms the centre of the bridge & 
weighs 2,400lb, The name of the forge 
Malapan from which all the iron was 
taken, and the date of the erection are 
infcribed on the etegant front pieces of 
this centre-bar. The pedeflals ae of 
freeftone, covered with iron plates, into 
which holes are made for the reception 
of the pointed ends of the half circles. 
The latter are covered with iron plates 
eighteen feet long, and having each on 
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the infide five notches, which fit to the 
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sdged backs of the half circle, and keep 
them at the proper diflance trom eaeh 
other. Certain crofs bands cf cut iren, 
which are faftened by means of [crews, 
and form a kind of a net on te concave 
fige, prevent the biidze fiom incliniag 
towards either fide. The fides oiithe 
bridge, have the thape of acormith up- 
poiting elegant balluiters and lancherna 
potis, with hendfome “iron tatkets, on 
which reft gloves ot glafs for the recep- 
tion of lamps. The tarfece of the 
bridge, is covered with fand and gravel 
eighteen inches deep. On eich fide is 
a loot way paved with free fone. ‘Lhe 
heavie waggons and artillery pals over 
this brisige wiuhout making any fenfible 
agitation. 

We have been thus particular in giv- 
ing an accouot of the’ ftiucture, c. tt, 
&c. of the above bridge, becaufe it ts 
poilible chat fome hints on the fubject, 
added toa proof of the practicability may 
excite fone of our countrymen to inu- 
tate, or ¢. en improve the European plan, 
and render the investion ufeful to the 
United States. It feems that a thing of 
th:s kind might be undertaken with ade 
Vantage in parts remote from the ica, 
gpd in the vicinity of forges. ,
